HOW  TO  GROW  GOOD  DAHLIAS 

LIME  YOUR  GROUND  IF  IT  IS  ACIDY 

Plant  out  in  the  open  where  they  can  get  plenty 
of  sunlight.  Plant  tubers  horizontally,  eye  up, 
4or  5  inches  deep ;  mound  up  a  little  hill  over  eye, 
knock  off  if  a  crust  forms  until  plants  come 
through  ground.  Keep  soil  loose  by  frequent  cul¬ 
tivating  until  buds  begin  to  form.  Keep  all  buds 
pinched  out  until  the  first  of  August.  A  little 
fertilizer  with  shallow  cultivation  in  August  is 
o.  k.  By  all  means  do  not  force  your  Dahlias  until 
August,  and  then  only  those  that  are  not  showing 
signs  of  buds  by  the  15th.
